Deutschland Dismembered 



Introduction 

This is the fourth in a series of 
articles written by Clyde Kennedy 
who spent last summer in various 
parts of Europe. With Peter Scott, 
Manny Ghent, Dave Schccter and 
Mary Stephens of McGill, he at- 
tended the International Summer 
Seminar at Plocn, near Kiel, in the 
British zone ot Germany. 

The seminar was sponsored by 
International. Student Service of 
Canada and was financed by the 
provincial governments ot Canada, 
the Canadian Council for Hccon- 
Uruction through UNESCO, and the 
British Control Commission of Ger- 
many. 

It was attended by 50 students 
from 10 Canadian colleges and tmi- 
vcrsities, SO German students from, 
universities In the three western 
lones of Germany and 40 students 
from 14 other countries. 

In this article the writer des- 
cribes a visit to the "green fringe" 
of the Iron Curtain. 

No Man's Land 

After hearing stories from re- 
fugees about a so-called "No Man's 
Land" between the British and 
Russian zones of Germany near the 
ancient Hanseatic city of Lucbcck, 
Jean-Yves Grenon of the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, John Taylor of 
Welland and I set out from Ploen 
to see for ourselves. Before our 
week-end trip had ended we had 
bein inside the Russian zone to 
speak to Russian soldiers. 

We travelled on a German train 
(the British also run trains In Ger- 
many) to Luebeck and then cycled 
to the border. There wc found a de- 
tachment of German police guard- 
ing the British side and a quarter 
of a mile away the Red Flag flut- 
tering over the Russian post. Half 
way between a large sign indicat- 
ed the position of the "Anglo-So- 
viet Demarcation Line." 

We talked to an. 18-year-old Ger- 
man girl who had crossed legally 
into the British Zone Just as we ar- 
rived. She had obtained special 
permission to visit her parents in 
the Russian Zone for six weeks. 
There was a great shortage of pota- 
toes and bread in the Russian Zone 
and the people were starving, she 
claimeo. 

A "Black" Crossing 
We alto talked to a woman who 
had crossed the border "black" (a 
German term for an lUgal crossing) 
the night before. She waited all 
day at the German post trying to 
trade her Russian Zone marks so 
that she could pay her train fare 
to join her husband in western 
Germany. She showed us her iden- 
tification paper which had been 
marken by the Russians for two 
previous illegal crossings. On the 
second occasion she had been 
thrown into a dark rat-infested 
cellar for two days, she claimed, 
but after being released had slipped 
across the border when the guards 
were not alert. ' 

The motley collection of people 
liovcrlng about the German police 
post ihook their heads when we 



started negotiations for permission 
to pay the Russian guards a social 
call. They told us how a five-year- 
old girl had been shot and killed by 
a Russian just as her mother led 
her Inside the .British Zone after 
crossing the border black. I verified 
this story later and obtained a copy 
of the July 13 issue of the Lueback 
Nachrichten which carried an ac- 
count of the incident The German 
police told us that the Russian 
soldier responsible for killing the 
little girl had been sentenced to ten 
years hard labor. 

At first we could not persuade 
the German police to take us to

policeman explained that we were 

Canadian students who were hav- 
ing a look around occupied Ger- 
many. We exchanged cigarettes, 
getting German cigarettes from 
the Russians, and asked a few tact- 
ful questions during a 20-minute 
visit. The Russians told us where 
their homes were and said they 
enjoyed their occupation duties. 
Wc were joined by another Rus- 
sian soldier who had a gun slum; 
over his shoulder and a pair of 
binoculars hanging from his neck 
He accepted one cigarette but re- 
fused another later, scowling as. If 
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REG FLAG OVEU "niE REICHSTAG: "Hie above postcard, glorify- 
Ing the Russian caoture of Berlin on May 2, 1945, was presented 
to Clyde Kennedy *by a, member of the Soviet Army at Luebeck.

man appeared who agreed to escort 
us. We left our bicycles, haversacks 
and cameras behind at the sugges- 
tion of the policeman who thought 
that any of these might strain the 
good relations which existed be- 
tween the two posts. He left his 
revolver at the -post, probably as à 
further indication 'of our good In- 
tentions. 

Russian Troops Cordial 
Four unarmed Russian soldiers 
smiled broadly when* the German 



to suggest that one was friendship 
but two were bribery. 

After a round of polite hand 
shaking we left the . tmillng Rus- 
sians who were apparently in an 
especially -Jovial mood because 
there was no officer on duty at the 
post at the time and because they 
had had a little parly in their farm- 
house headquarters just before we 
arrived.

Many Germans in the British 
zone "crossed the border black" 
into the Russian zone to see for 
themselves, of course, and substan- 
tiated the testimony of the refug- 
es. The -Iron Curtain" is not 
quite as impregnable as people in 
Canada and the United States tend 
to visualize it. 

. Communist Influence 

The refugees, like any other 
Germans I had questioned, said that 
conditions in western Germany had 
improved so greatly in the spring 
and early summer of last year that 
there was no longer any possibility their homes in the Russian zone to 
that they would glVe support to, get belongings which they hart 
the Communists.
